Can young bulls really "cut the mus¬ 
tard'*? That's a very important ques¬ 
tion for us In the Red Brangus business, 
because most of us sell our bulls as 
yearlings, rather than holding them 
until two years or older. Obviously, by 
Belling our bulls at such a young age we 
don't nave ao much time and money tied 
up in them and can make a profit at a 
lower aalea price — and the buyer can 
pt bulla at a figure he can better af- 

But, are we doing ourselves and the 
breed a favor ovor tho long haul? Can 
these young bulls really "cut the mus¬ 
tard" out in the pasture? Are we going 
to hnve happy repeat customers — the 
real life blood of our business? 

The answer to all the above is a 
resoundingyesl, according to Dr. Larry 
Foster, Beef Cattle Specialist from 
New Mexico in a recent article for 
Ranch Mnnngcment Magazine. 

Dr, Faster givas tho four main advan¬ 
tages of using young yearling bulls as 
follows; 

“The first advantage Is probably 
more rapid genetic Improvement 
gained by shortening the generation 
interval time. He estimates you can. 


Increase wennlng weights several 

B ounds per calf, per year, by this prac- 
coalone." 

Secondly, more and better quality 
bulls are available to ranchers as year¬ 
lings and often you have a first shot at 
buying them. “Someday in the noL too 
distant future, when you go to buy 
older bulls you will be buying strictly 
from the leftovers," said Fostor. “All 
the top bull prospects will be bought 
when they are young and be out work- 
ing early. 

There la also the cost advantage to 
growing out that bull on your ranch, 
ft probably costa 20% less for you to 
buy that bull younger and your cost of 
gain will almost assuredly be lower 
than those of a registered breeder. 

The fourth advantage la tho reduc¬ 
tion of cost pDr calf. Young bulla are 
more prolific In breeding, so By starting 
him earlier, you get more calves sired 
by him,” Foster says, ‘‘due mainly to 
greater propotence and fertility with a 
fatter, older bull. 

But, along with all this comes a little 
bad and this is where management 
cornea in. Foster recommends that a 
bull should weigh at least 900 lbs. at 
12-14 months before being considered 


for use. Fnr first time breeders, limit 
tho number of cows he'll be with. too. 
Foster suggests 20 cows nor young bull 
to begin with. Range trlnls in Colorado 
have shown a 94% average calf crop 
when yearling bulls are limited to &6 
cows per hull during breeding. 

Young bulls must also be supple¬ 
mented more than older bulls because 
they are still growing. “Uso of yearling 
bulls can also delay mature weight 
somewhat, but mature weight is not 
tho point," nays Foster. "The point is 
that he'll ho passing on genetics well 
before that time and improving your 
herd.” 

Onco again. It Is apparent that tho 
leaders of our Red Brangus breed have 
been ahead of their time in use and sale 
of bulls as yearlings and that the rest 
of the cattle industry Ib now beginning 
to recognize an Idea whose time has 
come.
